| WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—After a hot 
debate today in the House, administra- 
tion leaders had their way and the 
Owen ‘currency bill, which last night 
passed the Senate by a vote of 54 to 34, 
was sent to Conference Committee. An 
attempt to concur at once in the Senate 
amendment was defeated, 294 to 59. 
The fight in the House developed a 
movement to insure retaining the Sen- 


ate amendment fbr guarantee of bank 
deposits. 
Representative Glass declared the en- 


actment of the measure into law as 


it came from the Senate would be a 
“calamity.”’ 

“I want the bill sent to conference, ’ 
he said, “because I am convinced: as 
the bill has been completed by the Sen- 
ate it would not be a workable law.” 
He pointed out several provisions in the 
Senate amendments which he said con- 
flicted. 

Glass Attacks Senate Provisions. 

Glass attacked the bank reserve re- 
quirements as amended by the Senate. 

“Under this provision,“ he said, the 
total reserves of the banks in the sys- 
tem, both in cash and in credit, with 
the reserve banks, would be less than 
they are at present holding in cash. 
Within a few months, under these pro- 
visions, we would have a saturnalia of 
expansion—of. wild® inflation.“ He de- 
clared the Senate guarantee provision 
was a mere pretense.” Majority 
Leader Underwood closed the debate.

THREE AMERICANS FREED 


Italian Minister to Reach Vera 
Cruz, U. S. Protests Hav- 
ing Been Withdrawn.

MEXICO, Dec. 20.— The traitors Huer- 
ta and Blanquet, after a very short pro- 
cess, will be publicly degraded and 
hanged from the balconies of the Na- 
tional Palace as a warning to all. The 
rest of the Cabinet will be shot after be- 
ing judged.”’ 

Such is the sentence passed on the ex- 
ecutive and his official family by Emil- 
ano Zapata in a circular, dated Milpa 
Alta, Dec. 16, which appeared in the cap- 
ital tonight. It was addressed to the in- 
habitants of the city of Mexico. 

Zapata says that at a war council it 
was resolved to take the city by fire 
and sword on a day which, for the 
better success of the assault, is to be 
unknown until the moment the fight be- 
Eins.“ . 

Three Americans Released. 

‘Come gee me personally about it,” 
said Dictator Huerta to American 
Charge O’Shaughnessy on Wednesday at 
a reception at Chapultepec Castle when 
the diplomat told him he was anxious 
to obtain the release of three Americans 
from Mexico’s jail. 

O'Shaughnessy called on Huerta aint 
within five minutes had orders in his 
hands giving freedom to the prisoners, 
on condition that they report regular- 
ly to O'Shaughnessy until their cases 
are settled. The men are William 
Krause, Howard J Kidder and John 
Parker, all accused of conspiring against 
Huerta. 

“Tell them to go and sin no more,” 
Huerta said to O'Shaughnessy, clap- 
ping his hand on the Charge’s shoulder 
as he granted his request. 

Huerta and O’Shaughnessy get along 
famously together. The President fre- 
quently says his chief regret is that

tion. For several months since the de- 
parture of Minister Allioti, Italy has had 
no diplomats here. Her interests have 
been in the hands of the British Min- 
ister. 

When Cambaggio’s appointment was 
announced, Secretary Bryan took up the 
proposition with the Italian Ambassador 
at Washington, through whom Italy 
was informed that it was not the United 
States’ desire that any more European 
Ministers be accredited to Huerta’s 
Government and a lengthy correspond- 
ence ensued, and still was in prog 
when Cambaggio sailed from Italy. 
When he reached Havana, cables 
awaited him from his home Govern- 
ernment, ordering him not to continue 
the journey to Mexico until further no- 
tice. 

Italy protested to the United States 


that her subjects in Mexico, some of

“The liquidation of tHe affairs of 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition,“ 
states a footnote, “has not been en- 
tirely completed. Minor labilities in- 
curred on account of the Jefferson 
Memorial remain to be settled. Liti- 
gation is pending. Several claims are 
to be adjusted. The work of fingl 
settlement will be expedited as rap- 
idly as practicable.” 


A detalled and classified statement 
of receipts shows that the exposition 
received from all sources—from mu- 
nicipal and government aid, from a4- 
missions, ete.—the sum of $32,159,788.- 
70. The disbursements were $140,687.- 
11 less, this sum being on hand in a 
cash balance of $687.11 and in certif- 
leates of deposit amounting to 3140. 
000. a 

The report on revenues states that 
the admissions and collections 
amounted to $6,243,353.95; that con- 
cessions paid to the fair $2,879,843.- 
44 that the Intramural Railway re- 
ceipts were $627,473.84; and that the 
interest on deposits was $292,085,71. 
The appropriation of the city of &t. 
Louis was $5,000,000, and that of the 
‘United States Government, $4,750,000 
Collections on subseriptions to the cap- 
ital stock amounted to $4,926,313.11. 

The report on disbursements shows 
that while the president's office nad 
executive and administrative ex- 
penses of only $10,943.65 and a con- 
tingent fund of $1479.68, the fund ex- 
pended by the secretary of the fair 
amounted to $208,986.55. On construc- 
tion of buildings and grounds, $1¢,- 
747,816.86 was spent.

The writer, 
through stress of circumstances, is compelled to 
patronize cheap lodging houses, and my experience 
has convinced me that all recent suggestions to 

prevent the accumulation of rubbish and the pro- 
viding of accessible exits will never prevent fires 
in places of this character.

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Clarence H. Mackay of the Postal Telegraph and 
Cable lines, says Postmaster-General Burleson 18 
mistaken in supposing that telegraph companies 
are subject to the post roads act of 1866. The 
competition between the Postal and Western 
Union companies is, he adds, about the bitterest 
in the country and shows that the business is not 
a monopoly. This point seems to be covered by 
Mr. Vail’s confession of monopoly today. 

The estimate of $900,000,000 for taking over all 
telegraph and telephone lines in the country 
amuses Mr. Mackay. Why,“ he says, “the Bell 
company would want that much for their tele- 
phone properties alone. The cost to the Govern- 
ment of all wire lines would be not less than 
$2,000,000,000, two-thirds of the national debt at 
the close of the Civil War.“! 

The most Mr. Mackay does ia to make a powerful 
argument for the construction by the Government 
of its own. lines, if it ever goés into the telegraph 
and telephone business. Figures he presents from 
England, which bought out the dead horse, in- 
flated securities and well worn equipment of the 
private companies, show that the postoffice wire 
service costs the taxpayers much more than it 
earns. In 1912, the revenue from the service there 
was $15,747,420, the operating cost $18,985,090, the 
operating deficit $3,237,670 and the total deficit in- 


has made blunders the United States can avoid. 

The time is not opportune for adding wire 
service to other postoffice facilities. Probably it 
is inevitable, in the sense in which people for 
years said the building of the Panama Canal was 
inevitable. But such opportune time is not found 
just after national finance has been strained by 
the tremendous cost of the isthmian work and 
when millions on millions more must be spent on 
rivers and on railroads for Alaska. 

Telegraph and telephone lines may not be sub- 
ject to 1866 post roads acts, but the Baltimore plat- 
form promised that both should be subject to 
more important acts. Let us try regulation under, 
that pledge for a while. Until we have Govern- 
ment ownership, Government regulation of serv- 
ice, rates and capital will abate impositions of 
private ownership.

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EMERGING INTO LIGHT. 

The Administration’s currency bill passes the 
Senate not only by an emphatic majority, to which 
no party or faction fails to contribute, but with a 
general enthusiasm that becomes so auspicious a 
national event. For with this act the United 
States is finally emerging into financial light. 

This is the one great nation that never had a 
civilized banking and currency system adapted to 
its economic and industrial needs. The earlier 
bank charters were granted for political purposes 
and the banks themselves were used to serve pars 
tisan ends. Then the Bank of the United States 
was perverted into a corrupt political machine that 
became a menace to the public welfare. Follow- 
ing the Bank of the United States came the wild- 
cat currency issues of the state banks, and no man 
knew whether the bank note he had accepted for 
merchandise or labor was worth the paper on 
which it was printed. The Civil War threw the 
country upon a greenback basis, and the green- 
backs cost the country at least two dollars for 
every dollar expended. What was even worse, 
they warped the country from financial sanity 
and spread the idea of fiat money, which has be- 
deviled the American people for a generation. The 
national banking system was erected upon a foun- 
dation of national debt. 

When panic after panic had finally chastened 
the country into a semblance of financial sense, 
privilege and plutocracy came forth with. their 
scheme to re-establish a central bank and subject 
trade, commerce, industry and labor to the exac- 
tions of a money trust created by due process of 
law. That plot was throttled by the firm hand of 
Woodrow Wilson, and at last the American people 
are grasping the realization of a currency and 
banking system that is measured to their necessi- 
ties. 

The measure is not perfect. Perfect laws are the 
product of growth, not of legislative fiat. But itis 
the first long step in the right direction.

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THE BRONX PARK ZOO. 
The possibilities of such an organization as the 
St. Louis Zoological Society in co-operation with 
municipal effort are illustrated at New York’s 
Bronx Park. a 
The similar society in New Tork started out 
ten years ago or so to show the city the differ- 
ence between a park menagerie and a real park 
zoo. At the Bronx site nature was assisted in 
providing a topography recalling the native habi- 
tat of divers animals. A magnificent series of 
permanent buildings was erected to house speci- 
mens. From a few hundred animals the popula- 
tion has increased until there is now at this park 
one of the most complete and valuable collections 
of zoological specimens in the world, includ- 
ing more than 5000 different living animals. No 
unimportant part of its public service is the op- 
portunity it will afford other localities to acquire 
from its surplus population rare animals at rea- 
sonable cost. From the Bronx Zoo the American 
Bison Society recently shipped a herd of 14 full- 
blooded buffalo to stock a Government buffalo 
range in the western part of South Dakota. 
St. Louis’ meager collection of animals is hardly 
worth even the name “menagerie.” Perhaps a sug- 
gestion to the local society is found in the fact 
that of the total cost of the Bronx Zoo, more than 
$500,000 was furnished by the New York Zoologi- 
cal Society and $2,000,000 from the city treasury.

Commission on the coal rate situation to get a 
clearer idea of the bridge arbitrary and the real 
meaning of the briefs of the Terminal attorneys 
in the bridge monopoly suit. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has not 
ruled on the question at issue, but the evidence 
shows gross discrimination against St. Louis solely 
because there is competition on the East Side and 
monopoly in St. Louis bridges and terminals. 
Switching charges on short haul coal are abolished 
in East St. Louis, but a larger charge for bridge 
and terminal service is levied on St. Louis traffic 
alone and is not absorbed. St. Louis traffic bears 
the burden. 

If arbitraries are still levied on traffic beyond 


the terminal monopoly have greatly deceived St. 
Louis and their traffic sheets lie. 

It must be borne in mind that the vital and 
fundamental point laid down by the Supreme 
Court is that the Terminal combination is not an 
independent corporation, but its tracks are the 
continuations of the tracks of the railroads own- 
ing it and of all railroads admitted to their use. 
No railroad can under the decision be refused the 
use of the combination’s facilities. The monopoly 
h@s been dissolved. How then can a monopoly 
charge for which the monopoly was originally 
designed and organized; be continued? The ter- 
minus of the terminal railroads is now St. Louis 
a: every point of the Terminal tracks, A "charge 
for bridge and Terminal service on its own tracks 
by a railroad ig an absurdity.
